Hand, throughly to purge the Floor, and thoſe which 
have waited tor the Appearing of the Lord, and recei- 
ved him to be their Leader, Way and Baptizer, are 
baptized with one Spirit into that one Body which 
is his Church, of which they arc Living Members, fir. 
ly joyned together by Chriſt, who is their Head, who 
ives them Life, and fills chem with the Virtue of his 
| Pa wherein they Edifie onc another. So Chriſt is 
the Door into the Sheep-fold, whercat all that are accep- 
ted by him, do enter, And this way of gathering, con- 
ſticuting and governing the Church is according to the 
Do&rine of Chrift, his Evangeliſts and Apoſtles, as ap- 

- pearcth at large in their Writings. 
And although thou in thy 6th Query ſayſt, doubtleſs it 
& not, becauſe we arc not gathered according to thy 
Apprehenſion of ſome particular Verſes quoted by thee, 
I muſt tell thee, thou therein takeſt that granted, which 
we never gave thee; and therefore we need ſhew no Au- 
thority for the Abrogating char Order of Gathering, 
Conſtitating and Governing the Church of Chrilt, which 
was in the Apoſtles dayes ; fince our Practice doth 
more eſtabliſh ir in che Subſtantial Part, then yours, 
who have viſible Doors whereat to enter, as your Wa'er- 
Baptiſminſtead of Chriſt's Baptiſm,and other Ways where- 
at toclimb up like Thieves and Robbers, Joh.t . which 
ſteal the Saints words, and imitate their Practices, as in 
all Ages Falſe Prophets have imitated the True, and 
Falſe Worſhippers have imitated the True Worihippers, 
as yedo; thinking becauſe Chriſt ſaid belorc his Aſcen-

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TT” fion, Co teach all Nations, Baptizing them in the Name of 


the Father, Son and Holy Spirit , therefore Thomas Gran- 
thaw and Ralph Fames muſt go Teach and Baptize in Wa- 
ter, though they have neither ſeen the Lord Jclus Ghriſt, 
nor heard him ſpeak. Nor will they believe in the hely 
Spirit, as the principal Guide, bur have the Boldneſs to 
try its Dodrine or Teaching in theſe dayes by their own 
underſtanding of the Scriptures, which ever leads men 
to ſpeak Evil of, and condemn thoſe things, which the 
cannot underſtand to be according to Scriptures, iba 
they be never ſo conſonant to the Mind of the Spirit, 
which they received which gave forth the Scriptures : 
And therefore, laying aſide all vain Jangling, we "would 
perſwade you, and all men, to learn of Chriſt Jeſus, 
the Second Man, that is a Quickening Spirit, by 
whom ye are reproved, when ye do Evil, that ye may 
know his Mind in your ſelves, and doit, and then ye 
may better underſtand it, as declared by others, 
Alchough thy Seventh Anti- 9 wery is in part anſwered 
by what is before written, yet | ſhall now manifeſt, That 
Richard Anderſon reither was converſant with ws, nor re- 
cerved our DotFrine, nor atFed by that Spirit which guides t«, 
as in that Query thou affirmeſt : fer if he had been con- 
verſant with us, ſome of us at leaſt ſhould have known 
him; but that we never did, witneſs this Certificate 
trom a Quarterly Mceting at Lincoln, *who certainly 
know all that are or have been of us.

And this Teſtimony we give 
forth to preſerve the Simple. hearted from being prejudiced againſt 
Truth, and from believing 4 Lye.

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Andif Richard Azderſon had received our Dod@rine, 
he had beca Still and Quict in the Light of God, ill 
his Heart had been cleanfed from Ignorance, Pride and 
Wickedneſs; aud that would have preſerved him from 
that Shame and Diſhonour, which his ewn Folly and 
Madaels, and your Sabtilty hath brought him to, And 
if he had been led by che ſame Spirit, that leads us, it
